Temporarily the Swedish au- 
thorities are winking at certain 
evasions of the act, put immediately 
after its passage Was a no- 
ticable stiffening of the British at- 
titude, 

As @ matter of fact it is common- 
ly reported here that Great Britain 
has been holding since early in May 
an entire cargo of foodstuffs con- 
signed to the Swedish government 
itself, because this government as a 
matter of principle would not sign 
the form of guarantee demanded by 
the British authorities. The details 
of this alleged seizure have not been 
made public in any manner. 

There was the threat, too, not so 
long ago, that the Activist and pro- 
German groups in Sweden might 
create a situation which would force 
this country into war as an ally of 
the central powers. England is be- 
lieved here to have fully realized 
this situation and it was then that 


that neither Sweden nor her neigh- 
boring countries or Denmark and 
Scandinavia should accumulate a 
stock of supplies which could be of 
war tage. So these countries 
ere not allowed any imports to 
carry them more than sixty to nine- 
ty days ahead of their. normal! de- 
mands. 

Sweden, the one Scandinavian 
country without an agreement with 
Great Britain, does not feel she is 
any worse off than her neighbors, 
for Denmark recently was left prac- 
tically without coal or asoline. 
Gasoline so nearly reached the point 
of depletion that it sold for 50 cents 
@ quart. The shortage of coal seri- 
ously threatened all industries. To 
save electric power all street and 
advertising signs were forbidden. 

Sweden still is able to get large 
quantities of coal and briquette fuel 
from Germany, and it is in exchange 
for this very essential import that 
the Swedish government allows the 
export of iron ores and various food 
supplies to Germany. German com- 
merce still flourishes in the south 
Baltic waters although the recent 
activities of English and Russian 
submarines and destroyers sent a 
thrill of apprehension through the 
Various trading interests. Coal is by 
far the chief import of Sweden, as 
Fae in the other Scandinavian coun- 

en. 


EXPORT SYSTEM THOROUGH. 

The Swedish system covering ex- 
ports of food to Germany 
very carefully thought ont. No food 
can be exported without special li- 
cense from the government. In or- 
der to obtain this license the ex- 
porter of butter, eggs, pork, etc., 
must agree to put on the home mar- 
Ket at a specified price an amount 
of food equal to that he is sending 
to Germany. The produce thus 
placed on the home market is known 
as “compensation food" and is sold 
well below the prevailing market. 
For a long time the better classes of 
consumers were able ti gobble up 
all the “compensation food” imme- 
diately it was offered. Now cards 
have been issued to the poorer 
classes and they have special privi- 
leges at all sales. 

In the pro-English circles of 
Stockholm it is asserted that Sweden 
has brovght upon herself most of 
the vexations of the blockade. They 
deciare that if Sweden had submit- 
ted in the first place to certain dic- 
tates of Great Britain all of the 
Seandinavian countries would have 
been given special treatment. Now 
England cannot give Norway and 
Denmark all that she would for fear 
such supplies would eventually pass 
into Sweden. 

At the time the trade agreements 
were negotiated with Denmark and 
Norway, Great Britain also sent 
special commissioners to Sweden. 
The proceedings got to the point 
where Great Britain demanded the 
right to place British agents in all 
Swedish customhouses. This was 
too much for the Swedes and nego- 
tiations were abruptly broken off.

PROUWIBITION VIOLATED. 

There were many other instances 
of violations of the Swedish gov- 
ernment’s export prohibitions. When 
copper ingots and copper ores were 
put on the forbidden list, one Swedish 
frm filled a contract for hundreds 
of thousands of copper medals bear- 
ing the likeness of Field Marshal 
Hindenburg. for alleged distribution 
to soldiers in the trenches. There was

It is freely asserted here that 
many of the merchants who in the 
earlier days of the war gave guar- 
antees to Great Britain, openly 
announced afterwards that they did 
not consider the guarantees binding 
inasmuch as England had no right 
in international law to ask for such 
agreements. The situation became 
80 bad as to lead King Gustave to 
make this statement in 
from the throne: 

“During the present conditions I 
have judged it appropriate to cause 
an investigation to be made with re- 
gard to increased possibilities of 
legal prosecution against those en- 
tering into relations with foreign 
states Injurious to our country, or 
dishonestly profiting from the bad 
times.” 

This state of affairs also led to 
the creation in Sweden of a British 
commercial secret service. Swedish 
merchants say there are several 
hundreds of these agents now in 
Sweden and that every imported ar- 
ticle is traced to the ultimate con- 
sumer. These agents also have 
prepared the Swedish “black lists” 
for Great Britain. No Swedish con- 
cern which ordinarily sells to Ger- 
many can get any sort of goods 
through the English blockade. If a 
Swedish manufacturing concern 
sells brass lamps to Germany it can- 
not get tin from overseas to make 
milk separators even for Russia, de- 
spite the fact that the latter coun- 
try is an ally of Great Britain, 

Manufacturers assert that the Brit- 
ish authorities, in measuring mate- 
rials, to be allowed Sweden over- 
look the fact that Russia has come 
into the Swedish market for hun- 
dreds of products and manufactures 
formerly bought from Germany. 
They claim to be seriously handi- 
capped in filling Russian and Japa- 
nese contracts because England will 
not let the necessary raw materials 

“out of bondage.” 

One of the most aggravated cases 
of this sort has had to do with the 
import of two tons of antimony to 
be used by a Swedish manufactur- 
ing concern building paper-making 
machinery for Finland, Russia and 
Japan. This antimony 
was bought in the United States. 
When the British Legation was ap- 
plied to for a license to pass the 
antimony through the blockade the 
Swedish importer was rather sugges- 
tively asked why he had not pur- 
chased the antimony in Great Brit- 
ain. He replied that it was cheaper 
in America, but believing it might 
facilitate matters if he bought on 
the British market he cancelled the 
}American order and bought at a 
higher rate in London. He then ap-. 
plied anew for a license. The tm- 
porter, the manufacturing concern, 
and the Russian, Finnish and Japa- 
nese firms for which the machines 
were intended all were approved by 
the British Legation, but the appli- 
cation ‘for the import license has 
been pending four months without 
any sign of action. The Swedish 
manufacturer submitted a detailed 
statement as to how every ounce of 
the antimony was to be used—all 
for allied nations of Great Britain. 

“Thus you see,” said this ufac- 
turer, “if you are on the English 
biacklist you don’t get anything, and 
if you are not on the English so 
list still you don’t get anything. What 
we to do?” | 

SELLER'S BLACKLIST. 

The Swedish importers have also) 
discovered that the English have a 
“geller’s biacklist.” If the goods are 
i bought from a firm in Nerth or 
South America which also sells to 
Germany they are detained in Great 
Britain and probably ill remain 
there until the end of the war. 

It is announced here that in the 
last six months Great Britain has 
seized from one line of Swedish 
steamers in the South American 
trade 87 per cent, of their cargoes, 
allowing only 13 per cent. to come 
through.

Roughly, the import situation 
with respect to Sweden (and apply- 
ing almost similarly to the two 
other Scandinavian states) is as 
follows: 

oal—Sweden imports most from 
Germany, Norway and Denmark 
from England; very limited quantity 
coming to latter countries. 

Cotton—Coming through in small 
quantities when consigned directly 
to spinners. No cotton allowed to 
dealers. 

Copper—Restricted similarly to 
cotton; must go direct to consumer. 

Coffee—Import practically prohib- 
ited by Great Britain It is said 
Great Britain now holds at least 
25,000 tons of coffee assigned to 
Sweden, valued at between $6,000- 
000 and $7,000,000. Great Britain 
claims Sweden has toffee enough for 
this year. The Swedes admit there 
is sufficient in the country but the 
speculators have it all. 

Cocoa -— Imports practically 
stepped for this year. England 
claims Sweden imported itn three 
months an amount equal to that or- 
dinarily consumed in two years. 

Corn, wheat and other grains, fats 
for margarine, lard, bacon and pork 
—all imports are handled by the 
Swedish government's food commis- 
sion. Very limited amount allowed 
to come through. One cargo now 
held in Great Britain because Swe- 
dish government will not give guar- 
antees demanded. 

Brass, tin and other metals—Com- 
ing slowly when consigned to ulti- 
mate consumer, this consumer not

Lubricating oile—Same as metals. 

Automobiles coming from Amer!i- 
ca—Only a few coming throvgh al- 
though orders have been placed for 
hundreds. 

Automobile tires—Great demand 
in Sweddn for American tires as 
practically no others on the market 
and Gérman supply cut off. . Very 
few allowed to passa the blockade. 
The stocks in Sweden are mostly 
held by speculators. One dealer in 
in a low-priced American car has 
been forced to pay as high as $300 
a set for tires for a car selling in 
the United States at a little more 
than $400 fully equipped. Most cars 
come in tireless. Dealers say Great 
Britain is allowing 40 pass only the 
same number tires that were im- 
pdrted by Sweden in the twelve 
months preceding the war. Sweden 
is enjoying great prosperity now and 
there are thousands of cars in use 
above the number in the period 
mentioned.

LONDON, July 23.—In reply to a 
number of criticisms which the pub- 
lication of a list of eighty-seven 
American individuals‘and firms with 
which English firms are forbidden 
to do business under the Trading with 
the Enemy Act has met with in 
America and here, Laming Worth- 
ington Evans, chief of the Depart- 
ment of Foreign Trade of the For- 
eign Office, made the following-state- 
ment to the Associated Press: 


“The statutory list has been com- 
piled from one point of view only. 
namely, to prohibit British citizens 
from sup firms which are 
strengthening our enemies. The test 
applied before putting a firm dom- 
iciled in America on the statutory 
list ig thie: Is that firm by its busi- 


enemies? If so, then British firms 
may not suuport it. 

“Tt is one of the principal lessons 
of the world war that the strength 
of a belligerent does not consist only 
in the resources and supplies avail- 
able in its own territories, but also 
on those upon which he can draw 
from neutral countries. As a re- 
sult of the semi-military organiza- 
tion which the German government 
imposed on its commerce, every 
German firm throughout the world 
is an outpost, seeking to do its ut- 
most to assist Germany in 
fort to dominate Europé, 
fact that they are established in 
neutral countries In many cases 
makes them more formidable and 
their activities less easy to combat 
than otherwise would be the case. 

“Can it, then, be said fairly that 
when the British government is fully 
aware of these activities it should 
do nothing to frustrate them? Can, 
it be claimed fairly, that, instead 
of endeavoring to frustrate them, 
they should be actually assisted by 
British firms, British cables, British 
banks and British shipping lines? 

SOME LOSS INEVITABLE. 

“Tt is true that the trade done by 
British firms with German firms in 
neutral countries has attained very 
considerable proportions and to cut 
off this trade by means of the estat- 
utory blacklist meant a certain 
amount of inevitable loss. But the 
government considered that the loss 
to British trade would be much less 
than the loss caused to the enemy: 
and, besides that, the sacrifice !n- 
volved is necessary in the interests 
of the allies. It may be pointed out 
that long before the British statu- 
tory blacklist was put in operation 
the French government prohibited ita 
nationals from doing any business 
with an enemy subject. It hardly 
can be contended that the statutory 
blacklist is more onerous to trade 
than the French system, which long 
— was recognized by international 

“Moreover, strictly lega! 
points of view, the blacklist system 
is a piece of purely domestic legis- 
lation, which simply prohibits Bri- 
tish subjects from dealing with cer- 
tain persona. The right of any 
government to impose such prohibi- 
tion on its own nationals is hardly 


“Objection has been taken to the 
unpleasant publicity given the list, 
but, without such publicity far more 
damage would be likely to result to 
trade. Before the adoption of the 
statutory blacklist there was an un-: 
official blacklist in existence. Expe- 
rience has shown that uncertainty 
on the part of both British and neu- 
tral traders as to who is not on the 
blacklist would be more injurious to 
commerce than the publication of 
the blacklist, which enables every 
one to know exactly where he is. 
It is for this reason that steps are 
being taken to give the list as much 
publicity as possible. 

“In addition to its official pub- 
licity In the London Gazette, it ap- 
peays in the Board of Trade Journal 
and the chambers of commerce and 
trade associations. Individual firms 
can keep themselves posted with up- 
to-date knowledge by obtaining a )ist 
regularly from booksellers, 

SHOWS LIST NECESSARY. 


“Complaint is made that the 
statutory list is unnecessary, as the 
same resulte might have been ob- 
tained sub rosa. But if so done it 
would have affected not merely the 
firms in the United States which now 
figure in the statutory Hist but also 
others—probably all those of Ger- 
man names, whether they deserved 
it or not—because British tradera, 
to whom alone our prohibition 1s 
addressed, would not have known 
the names of the prohibited firma, 
and might, out of caution, have 
ceased dealing with a much larger 
number. 

“In trade matters nothing inter- 
feres with business so much as un- 
certainty and it was to avold this 
general interference that the policy 
of prohibition with the firms listed 
was adopted. 

"It has been sald that it was a 
blunder to publish the list when a 
French loan was under way. Clearly, 
it would have been a blunder to in- 
Clude the friends of our French al- 
lies. But is it suggested that this 
blunder has been committed? Look 
at the list. Who are included? Is 
there one among them who has not 
shown in unmistakable measure 
that his sympathies, and more atill, 
his active help, are given, not to 
our French allies and ourselves, but 
to our enemies? 

“It is indeed only those who have 
shown unmistakably that they are 
enemies, or acting for enemies, who 
are included, 80 we need not fear 
that the support of our French al- 
lies will be prejudiced in those quar- 
ters. 

“It is suggested that publicity In 
the London Gazette was insufficient. 
The press of the United States has 
given all the publicity needed in the 
United States and in every other 
country. We find, tn fact, that the 
local press always reproduces lists 
so there need be no fear of hardship 
rising from want of knowledge of 
the names included in the list.

OPINION OF CHIEF. 

That the person or persons who 
manufactured this bomb and placed 
it on the sidewalk in the crowd on 
Steuart street must have belonged 
to some anarchistic group, is the 
opinion of Chief White. 

A man who would commit so das- 
tardly and cowardly an outrage, said 
the Chief, must be a man with an- 
archistic principles, and the fact that 
he knew how to construct a bomb of 
such character Indicates that 
he had belonged to some anarchis- 
tic group where he had learned how 
to make and manage such inferna}) 
contrivances. 

Frank Josefson, the Finnish eaflor 
who was arrested as a suspect im- 
mediately after the explosion, when 
he was heard to say, according to 
the police, “it serves them right. 
That's what they get for talking 
preparedness too much,” js still be- 
ing held in detinue. The police say 
Josefson is not seriously suspected 
of having had a hand in the crime, 
but is being held ag a precaution- 
ary measure. 

Daniel Edwards, a waiter, was ar- 
rested this afternoon ‘while he was 
holding forth to a crowd on Mar- 
ket street near Steuart. When 
searched, a large stiletto was found 
on his person, say the police. 

The detectives were busy today 
gathering and sifting all the infor- 
mation they could get from persons 
who were near the corner of Mar- 
ket and Steuart when the explosion 
came. 

Speaking of the present plans for 
the conduct of the investigation, the 
Chief said: “Every available man in 
the detective bureau has been as- 
signed to the case and the slightest 
clew will be followed to the end, re- 
gardless of expense. 

“A half dozen detectives of un- 
ustial ability and wide experience in 
cases of this kind are to be brought 
here immediately. They willl stay 
on the job until the man, or men, 
responsible for this outrage answers 
for it.” 

LOCK INTO JUNK SHOPEB. 


The efforts of the polite today 
centered on discovering every plumb- 
ing and junk shop in-the city which 
handlés a certain kind of six-inch 
cast steel pipe. The bomb is supposed 
to have been made of from twelve to 
fifteen inches of the pipe with dy- 
namite or nitroglycerin tamped 
in between layers of ‘iron slugs, 
cartridges, bolts, washers and other 
missiies. The original police theory 
that the infernal machine was set 
off with a long burning fuse has 
been discarded by the police, who

| The container In which the bomb 
was hidden is thought to have been 

hand satchel about eighteen | 
inches tn length, eleven ifn height 
and about nine in width. The frag- 
ments picked up after the explosion 
were of imitation leathers, known as 
leatherette. 

A twisted piece of brass has been 
positively identified as a sliding 
catch such as is used to fasten most 
bags of this description. 

Ben F. Lamborn, former City Clerk 


Lamborn, was killed by the bomb, 
today offered a reward of $1000 for 
the arrest and conviction of the per- 
sons implicated in the crime. 

No deaths were added today to the 
original list of six. 

Miss Pearl Seemann and Thomas 
H. Turnbull were reported to be at 
the point of death. Miss Seemann, 
whose left leg was blown off, is at 
the City and County Hospital, and 
Turnbull, whose skull was fractured, 
is still at the Central Emergency 
Hospital. Their condition is too seri- 
ous to permit them to be moved. 

All of the remaining thirty-eight 
injured persons have been removed 
from the Emergency Hospital either 
to their homes or to private hos- 
pitals. Some of the more seriously 
wounded are etill in such condition 
that the outcome of their injuries 
cannot be predicted. Others, though 
they may be crippled or disfigured 
for life, are reported to be out of 
danger. 

TERRIFIC FORCE. 

More evidence of the terrific force 
of the explosion was found today. 
The hat of George G. Lawlor, with 
a portion of the kull in it, was found 
on top of the building at Market and 
Steuart, beside which the bomb ex- 
ploded. Lawlor was standing close 
to the building and was struck in the 
face by some fragment, apparently 
one “of the iron bolts. 

Bullets from the bomb were 
picked up today by the police as far 
away as the entrance to the Sausa- 
lito ferry at the Ferry Building. 

The bomb outrage was the subject 
for severe criticism by many min- 
isters during services in the various 
churches today. 

In nearly every church special 
prayer was offered for the dead and 
wounded, and the incident was re- 
ferred to as “horrible and detest- 
able.”’ 

A spécial sermon on the disaster 
was delivered at the morning service 
in St. Paul’s Episcopai Church, by 
the pastor, the Rev. Alexander Al- 
len, who scored the perpetrator of 
the deed and said American people 
had been taught a lesson of the ne- 
cessity of preparedness. 

NEED OF A LESSON. 


He said: “We do not need a bet- 
ter lesson of the necessity of pre- 
paredness. We are dealing with a 
live danger to our country and are 
in need of vigorous Christian Ameri- 
cans. We need to reglize there are 
foes te ovr patrictism when we least 
expect them. Public dangers threat- 

en our people.” 

“There is need of a* preparedness 
that shall be a peace guarantee. The 
pacifist would get us into war,” the 
Rev. George E. Burlingame of the 
First Baptist Church said.

Foreign Office is Astounded at 
One Case Cited. 


Text of Note Handed Page is 
Published in London. 


{BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.} 

LONDON, July 24, 12:04 a.m.— 
The Foreign Office has pub- 
lished: the text of the note 
handed to the American Ambassador 
replying to certain American com- 
Plaints against the British censor- 
ship of mails. The reply is con- 
fined to the few specific allegations 
made in the recent American note. 
It is stated that the formal answer 
to the general arguments advanced 
by the Washington governments is 
still under consideration by the En- 
tente allied governments and will 
receive reply in due course. 

The two principal cases referred 
to In the present memorandum are 
those of the MacNiff Horticultural 
Company of New York and the Stan- 
dard Underground Cable Company 
of Pittsburgh. The MacNiff com- 
pany complained of the loss of per- 
ishable goods owing to the detention 
by the censor of shiping documents 
relating thereto. 

The British government states 
that as soon as the matter was 
brought to its attention it arranged 
to have a special mail bae for 
shipping papers which would be tm- 
mediately censored, so that no de- 
lay would occur. 

In the case of the cable company, 
it is stated that “the government of 
the United States appeared to insin- 


uate” that the delay in the mail of 


the cable company was directly con- 
nected with the fact “that a British 
competitor had obtained a contract 
for which that company had 
tendering.” 

“ASTOUNDED.” 


“His Majesty’s government,” the 
note continues, “is astonished that 
such an insinuation should be made, 
and specially as the complaint from 
the cable company appears not to 
have been adequately examined.” 

The memorandum goes on to show 
in considerable detail that tenders 
for contracts referred to must have 
passed between the United States

As a 
resuit, German firms have collected 
large commissions and a considera- 
ble trade has been diverted to Ger- 
many. In recent years that coun- 
try has been a tremendous competi- 
tor of the United States and England 
in Latin America and was planning 
& control which promised German 
dominance of an exceedingly valu- 
able market. In order to promote 
American trade, Congress, two years 
ago, passed the Federal Reserve Act, 
which authorized the establishment 
of branch banks abroad. In pur- 
suance of this authority, the Na- 
tional City Bank, after educating 
a number of young men, sent them 
to South America to open branches. 
This meant that American firms 
could do business direct with South 
America, instead of through Ger- 
many or England, that the commis- 
sions on business would flow into 
the pockets of American citizens. 
« Great Britain now has forbidden 
her subjects to trade with German 
banks and firms, which means a 
restriction in the operations of the 
latter in South America. Because 
of British preoccupation in the war, 
it is impossible for London to take 
advantage of the blow dealt the 
Germans. The United States, on the 
other hand, is a neutral with a great 
deal of available capital. Thus, it 
is contended, the action of the Brit- 
ish government furnishes to Amer- 
icans an opportunity of exceptional 
value. 
RUSSIAN MARKET OPENS. 

Not only is this true of South 
America, but it is claimed it is true 
elsewhere. Prior to the war, Amer- 
ican farm machinery was sold to 
Russian peasants through German 
firme. Instead of the orders be- 
ing placed direct and the goods con- 
signed direct to Russia, they were 
arranged for by German houses ané 
shipped via Hamburg. Not only did 
the Germans secure commissions— 
it is reported to have averaged 30 
per cent.—but German rallroads 
and German ships profited through 
the transportation of the freight. 
The reason why the Germans were 
able to secure the business was be- 
cause the American firms requ 
cash payment and the brokers we 
prepared to give time to the pur- 
chasers. Now the German firms have 
been eliminated and American trade 
is more direct. 

Thus, the British authorities hold 
that what they are doing is really 
in the interest of the United States. 
They believe that when the Amer- 
ican government and people under- 
stand the effect of their action all 
question for acrimonious dispute 
will disappear.

The Germans had surpassed them- 
selves in their preparations to meet 
the attack which they knew was 
coming, and which they neverthe- 
less ould not stop. 

They have concentrated their ut- 
most resources of men and guns, 
drawing not only from their reserves 
in the interior, but from the Verdun 
armies on which they had staked 
their last hope of a victory over 
France.

Misgivings in Financial Cir- 


Effect of Blacklist Felt by 
Business Houses, 


Retaliatory Measures Talked 
of in Washington.

LONDON, July 23.—The reception 
in the United States of the publica- 
tion of the statutory biacklist of 
American firms has caused consid- 
erable misgivings here in financial 
cricles, which fear what they term 
extra legal reprisals. Some firms in 
the city which have been doing their 
American business through firms on 
the prohibited list and now are 


compelled to make other arrange- 
ments have already received hints 
that they may have some trouble in 
obtaining substitutes, as their for- 
mer correspondents are said to have 
threatened to boycott any other 
American firm taking over the busi- 
ness, 

Some weeks ago, according to re- 
ports prevailing in the city, certain 
neutral traders formed an interna- 
tional union for mutual action 
against various economic measures 
of the belligerents likely to affect 
their trading interests. The small- 
er neutral nations which have been 
on the blacklist for some time are 
said to have been awaiting a lead 
from the United States which they 
considered as not inclined to become 
active as long as its traders = 
only from the operations of a 
ly defined sub-rosa blacklist. ith 
America included in the blacklist, 
however, it is expected in the cir- 
cles affected that the international 
traders organization now will de- 
velop actively not’ only in seeking 
governmental redress, but in com- 
mercial reprisals. 

‘Sweden, which is the only neutral 
thus far to adopt any official re- 
prisals against the economic meas- 
ures of belligerents, is reported 
especially active in support of the 
League of Neutral Traders.

FOR PRACTICAL 
BABY WELFARE. 


State Education Center to be 
Located in Los Angeles, 
Will Give Free Instruction to 
Every Mother. 


Headquarters are Opened for 
Their Registration. 


Registration headquarters wvre 
opened during the past week in 
gsulte No, 618 Chamber of Commerce 
Building by the Executive Commit- 
tee in charge of the installation of 
a State educational center here to 
offer mothers a course of instruo- 
tion on the care and development 
of the child. It is planned to open 
thig center early in September. 

Perhaps no other city in the United 
States has so many educators willing 
to give their services to a good cause 
as Los Angeles. And when the re- 
cently-held nation-wide baby week 
celebration demonstrated the need of 
a State educational center for this 
work, preparations to develop such 
a center were immediately com- 
mence 

This center will have three distinct 
functions, The first will be the main- 
tenance of a traveling child-welfare 
exhibit. which will be sent to any 
town requesting it, for the cost of 
transportation. An explainer and 
lecturer will be sent with the exhibit 
at a nominal cost 

PERMANENT EXHIBIT. 


| Im: conjunction with the educa- 


tional center in Los Angeles there 
will be a permanent exhibit of more 
local interest, although the Federal 
government, which is promoting 
these centers and this visual type of 
education, is furnishing graphic 
charts on the composition and 
preparation of food and other phases 
of child co rvation. 

The second function ts that of 
social service. This department —— 
be under the immediate supervision 
of Miss Helen M, Wright, with an 
advisory committee composed of the 
presidents, or their appointees, of the 
ehild-welfare organizations. Through 
this department will be disseminated 
information regarding institutional 
and public care given the child 
throughout the State. 

The third function deals with the 
education of the mother, and will 
consist of a systematized course of 
lectures and demonstrations. These 
courses are divided into five divisions 
and so planned that the mother may 
receive the instruction which is re- 
quired for her individual case. 


FOR ALL AGES. 


As each mother will 
nominate her course, choosing that 
one with deals with children of the 
age of her little ones. The five divi- 
sions cover all ages from birth to 6 
years old, 

The physical and mental examina- 
tion department, opera in con- 
junction with the educational cen- 
ter, will be under the supervision of 
Dr. Margaret V. Clark of Long 
Beach, assisted by Dr.* Louise M. 
Richter of Los Angeles and a staff 
of examining physicians and public 
health nurses. 

Perhaps no other movement has 
received such universal support from 
the county and city administrations 
as has this. The Los Angeles Cham- 
ber of C merce is taking an 
active part)\in aiding the Exe- 
cutive Committee to complete 
arrangements for the formal open- 
ing in September.. There will be 
no charge connected with the edu- 
cational courses, and the entire cen- 
ter will be kept aa far as possible 
from all commercialism.

IS GREATEST YEAR FOR 
SUGAR BEET GROWERS. 


ITH the price of sugar at a 
level never before attained in| 


. | the history of the industry in 


the United States, this year prom- 
ises to be the most prosperous one 
in history for the sugar beet growers 
of California. It is declared by a 
number of local sugar men that the 
total area planted to sugar beets in 
California this year is not far short 
of 200,000 acres, as compared to 
145,000 acres in 1915, 107,000 acres 
im 1914, 128,000 acres in 1913, and 
112,000 acres in 1912. 

In the Chino district alone the 
total area in beets this year is about 
4500 acres, a noticeable increase 
over the acreage of last season. Tak- 
ing the Chino and Oxnard districts 
together, beets from a total of close 
to 60,000 acres will be sliced and 
made into sugar and several by- 
products. 

It would be safe to say, sugar beet 


men assert, that the 1916 crop of 
sugar beets raised in California will 
be 20 to 30 per cent. greater than 
the crop last year. 

As far as prices paid the grower 
are concerned, they, it is asserted, 
are Hable t® be higher than ever be- 
fore in the history of the sugar beet 
industry of the West. Whereas, in 
1912, 1913 and 1914, the average 
price paid the producer was any- 
where from $8 to $4 a ton, and in 
1915, $4.50 to $4.75 a ton, most of 
the farmers this season have con- 
tracted to sell their beets to the re- 
finers for $5 a ton. With the bonus 
that has been promised the grower 
for all degrees of saccharine matter 
over 14 per cent., authorities claim 
that the farmer should net at least 
$6 a ton for his beets this year. If 
the price of refined sugar continues 
to soar, as it has been doing for the 
last year, the California farmer may 
get as high as $7 a ton for his beets, 
some assert,

THE LEGAL MACHINERY. 
Citizens of Whittier have con- 
ferred with County Counsel Hill on 
the legal procedure necessary for a 
town to follow in withdrawing from 
one county and joining another. He 
pointed out that such action would 
have to be authorized by a special 
act of the State Legislature. Fol- 
lowing ig the section of the State 
Constitution which governs the step 
contemplated by Whittier and her 
neighbors: 

“The Legislature by general and 
uniform laws, may provide for the 
alteration of county boundary lines 
and for the foundation of new coun- 
ties, provided, however, that no new 
county shall be established which 
shall reduce any county to a popula- 
tion of less than 20,000; nor shall a 
new county be formed containing 
less population than 8000; nor shall 
any line thereof pass within five 
miles of the extreme boundary of the 
city or town itn which the county 
seat of any county is situated. Every 
county which shall be enlarged or 
created from territory taken from 
another county or counties shall be 
liable for a just proportion of the 
existing Mabilities of the county or 
counties from which such territories 
shall be taken.” 

CAN'T SHUN OBLIGATION, 

The last part of the clause makes 
it clear that none of the communities 
which are now considering trans- 
ferring their allegiance could avoid 
any of their present obligations by 
making the change. Whatever share 
of the debts of the county is saddled 
upon the towns must be carried by 
them when they step across the bor- 
der line into the next county. 

The movement in Long Beach for 
a new county appears to be inspired 
by that city’s fear of the domination 
of Los Angeles in case the suburbs 
of the metropolis be extended to the} 
sea. If both the proposed new coun- 
ties of Pomona and Long Beach 
should be formed, Whittier, by rea- 
son_of its location, probably would 
be taken out of Los Angeles county 
automatically and be included in one 
or the other of the new counties. 

Whittier doesn’t know at present 
whether five years hence she will be 
in Los Angeles, Orange, Pomona or 
Long Beach county. She ders

REV. J. E. ENMAN. 
EAST CONGREGATIONAL 


Rev. James. & Enman preached 
at the East Congregational Church 
yesterday morning on “The Wise 
Couuselor’s Experimnetal Methods 
in Religion.” His text was, “Un- 
derstanding is a wellispring of life 
unto him that hath it,” Proverbs 
xvi:22. He said in part! 

“There are three orders of relig- 
fous leadership in ancient Israel: 
the prophet, the priest and the wise 
counselor. The priest stood for 
organization and the official pro- 
nouncements of those within - the 
organizatior, made while clothed in 
the regalia of their office. The 
prophet cared little for organiza- 
tion and much leas for the robes 
of office, but ‘everything for the 
ability to speak as a living messen- 
ger from God to men, The true 
prophet knew himself, to be such 


a messenger, The counselor 
acknowledged whatever of good 
there was in the priest's organiza- 
tion, appreciated the prophetic 


function of speaking from God to 
men, but his own distinctive work 
consisted in acquainting himself at 
first hand with truth, reality ana 
God: and then sympathetically and 
enthusiastically urging others to fol- 
low this method. The self-evidenc- 
ing power of truth, the self-reveal- 
ing nature of reality, and the self- 
enobling character of godliness were 
his specialities, and in these things 
his soul delighted. 

“The wise counselor gave every 
possible encouragement to the peo- 
ple to personally co-operate in 
The spiritually minded 
Christian leader of today, animated 
by the spirit and following the 
method of the ancient wise coun- 
selor, urges every one to use his 
mind, to be a man in every de- 
partment of his being. He gives 
assurance unto all that clear think- 
ing and right living act and react, 
and that righteousness confers a 
quality of insight and a decree of 
strength not found elsewhere. The 
Holy Spirit is available to lead you 
into all truth.” but it will not be 
by relieving you of the responsibility 
of thinking what is true, doing what 
is right, and practicing the pres- 
ence of God.

“No life is more interesting in all 
the history of Old Testament 
characters than the life of Samson 
and there is none more tragical, for 
in this man there is revealed the 
streneth of life, vigorous, robust 
and ambitious for the best things 
to build into character and there 
is discovered likewise the weakness 
that has left its mark and crimson 
Stain along the pathway of many 
who have not guarded with jeal- 
ous care the life so susceptible to 
unholy influences and sinful en- 
vironments. 

“Samson's life was admirable in 
its purpose to hold tenaciously to 
the things that made for righteous- 
ness and In the maintenace of truth 
as represented in the national iife 
of Israel. 

“But when he became hypnotized 
by the wicked woman and permitted 
himself to be deceived by her strat- 
egy he fell the victim to the power 
that is slaying its thousands to- 
day even in a country where Chris- 
tilanity has manifested its superior 
fe over the ‘Philistine’ customs 
and life of today as opposed to right 
living. 

“In the life of Samson there is 
portrayed the subtle danger that 
attends the companionship of evil 
and wicked persons. In this brief 
history there is written indelibly 
the lesson that children and youth 
must learn and it is that each one 
must guard his purity of life and 
purpose with the same earnestness 
and care that Samson at i “(first 
guarded his physical powers. In 
this is found the only way to a vic- 


torious and happy future in this 
life and assurance of the life to 
come.”

“Tt is our privilege to make our 
hearts a garden or a desert,” said 
Dr. Maurice Penfield Fikes, at 
Temple Baptist Church, Sunday 
morning. Dr. Fikes selected 2 Kings 
11:16 for his text: “Thus saith the 
Lord, make this valley full of 
ditches.” He said in part: ' 

“I wonder if we always realize how 
important a factor water is to the 
welfare and prosperity of this old 
world? No wonder God set apart 
three-fourths of this planet in water. 

“A trip across the desert reveals 
many interesting facts. When I first 
crossed this continent it did not seem 
to me that all the Jand traversed for 
three days was worth paying taxes 
on. But today where there was 
nothing but wastes, vast stretches of 
drifting sand, no sign of habitatien, 
there are waving fields of grain, graz- 
ing herds and splendid buildings. 
What has wrought the magic trans- 
formation? Water. 

“If the melting tce and snow of 
the mountains is ever to get into the 
valley it ll be because man digs 
the ditches. May I mention two or 
three ditches that are essential to 
your life and to mine? Take the 
ditch of prayer. Prayer is the con- 
duit that brings to us the refresh- 
ment from on high, and if you live 
the prayeriess life, you may be sure 
that yours will be the desert life. 

“Then may I mention the ditch of 
mutual confidence? We help all by 
helping each other. 

“Another ditch is that of patience. 
One of the things it is most dim- 
cult for us to learn perhaps is to 
take time to be holy. 

“T want to create in your hearts 
a discontent with the desert. If you 
lay your ditches to the hills there 
will be no embarrassment from lim!- 
tations for you will have all that 
God can supply. We have our times 
of depression. Take the desert ex- 
perience of the soul, and the 
desert dearth of work, and the des- 
ert darkness of sorrow, and it ts 
perfectly marvelous how wonder-

The third modern watchword dis- 
cussed by Dr. C. Ellwood Nash was 
“The Simple Life.” In the course 
of his sermon on this subject at the 
Universalist Church, he said: 

“My first reaction to this phrase 
is one of repugnance. It suggests 
a meager and empty life, the thin 


diet of the dyspeptic, the frugalities 


of the poor or parsimonious, the cau- 
tion of the coward, or the torpor of 
the unambitious. I believe in full. 
rich life, crowded with interests and 
incidents, active on the widest hori- 
zon. and reactive to every normal in- 
fluence. 

“Pastor Wagner in commending 
the simple life was thinking rather 
ef the evils of complexity running 
into confusion, of artificiality smoth- 
ering naturalness. and of the exac- 
tions of fashion and custom and so- 
cial convention resulting in slavery 
and superficiality. In this revolt his 
rusade appealed widely to ennuied, 
fettered and driven humanity. We 
know how things climb into the sad- 
dle and ride mankind. We know 
what it is not to have time or 
strength for the necessary things 
because peccadilios and trivialities 
exhaust them. Often we must feel 
that our path is a mere treadmill, 
whereon we are forced to keep go- 
ing, bit achieve nothing, and ad- 
vance not at all. Victims of usage 
and of habits and of companionships 
we hardly draw a free breath or dare 
to say our souls are our own. Against 
this perversion, this slow suicide, no 
protest can be ill-timed or too ve- 
hement. 

“The word chosen to express this 
aspiration in the watchword of our 
theme is not, however, the most apt 
and definitive. What we want is 
essential life, a life which rids us 
of foreign control and the leakage 
which drains the channel but turns 
no wheels. In a word, we want 
freedom and reality. We want to be 
ourselves. 

“Now, thjs aspiration is only an- 
other way of voicing the religious 
hungers and hopes. We are made

OPINIONS DIVERGE. 


“Through personal conversations 
and through correspondence,” said 
Dr. Bridge, “we have learned that 
there is a great diversity of opinion 
as to the immediate steps that should 
be taken. It will require study and 
sound judgment to determine just 
what is the wisest course to pursue 
at this stage. Of one thing we are 
certain, and that is that we must 
gather all the possible facts bearing 
on the general situation. We have 
received warm indorsements of the 
policies outiined in the first an- 
nouncement of the scope of the so- 
ciety’s proposed work, and we be- 
Heve that within a comparatively 
short time there will be worked out 
a comprehensive plan of action that 
will rapidly advance us toward the 
end for which we aim.”

gr FRANCISCO’S BOMB HORROR 

San Francisco’s malodorous water 
front added a new horror to the history of 
bomb outrages in this country on Saturday 
when an infernal machine, placed by cruel 
fiends, tore a great hole through that city’s 
preparedness parade, killing eight people 
and maiming forty others, more than half 


} Of whom were women and children. It is 


significant that the parade, which* the 
bomb was expected to disrupt, had been 
opposed bitterly by the agitators and walk- 
ing delegates of the labor unions of San 
Francisco, and that among the 50,000 men 
and women who marched in the parade 
there was not one labor union. 

The preparedness movement is viewed by 
the walking delegates, pickets and agita- 
tors with as much disfavor as is a well- 
organized police force. There were no P. H. 
McCarthys, nor Andy Gallaghers, nor Michael 
Caseys, nor Olaf Tveitmoes in the parade; 
the bomb which killed or maimed fifty in- 
nocent persons had very much the appear- 
ance of a concrete expression of their dis- 
approval. While it is possible that none of 
this sort had any direct part in the prep- 
aration or placing of the bomb, the action 
was nevertheless in sympathy with their 
attitude toward preparedness. 


This crime was not the work of any 


blood-hungering maniac; it bears none of 
the ear-marks of the dynamite outrages of 
the anarchists of the ojd school; on the 
contrary, the preparation of the bomb and 
the manner in which it was discharged are 
distinctive of the form of “direct action” 
practiced by the bomb and arson gquads of 
certain labor unions. The bomb was evi- 
dently prepared by some one skilled in the 
chemistry of high explosives; it was placed 
in the only spot where the parade touched 
the water-front section, the scene of so 
many union outrages, the place where red- 
handers would attract the least attention 
in approaching and where escape would be 
easiest. In their cowardly depravity the 
perpetrators cared not that the explosion 
would take place at a corner crowded with 
women and children of the working classes, 
provided it rendered the chances for de 
tection more remote. : 

That the movement of the parade was not 
disturbed by the havoc was due to the fact 
that the bomb struck the section reserved 
for the Philippine veterans and the G.A.R. 
Three war veterans were killed and twelve 
others seriously wounded, but the ranks 
closed up as promptly as though on a field 
of battle and the survivors marched away 
with set lips and fearless eyes; they were 
men who took the oath in a former century 
to render themselves as a supreme sacrifice 
in the hour of their country’s need, and 
the comrades who fell, like those who 
marched away, were simply keeping the 
faith. Before patriotism such as this the

die, but the spirit engendered by love of 
country is immortal. 

The attitude of California's Governor in 
the face of such a damnable outrage is not 
inspiring. Bowing to the dictum of the 
walking delegates and the pacificists of the 
Older-Barry school, he had slipped away to 
the southern section of the State to avoid 
appearing in the preparedness parade. 
When notified of the outrage he said he was 
inexpressibly shocked and that such a crime 
demands the most condign puntshment; but 
he was careful to add that it was outside 
his jurisdiction to investigate what was 
purely a San Francisco affair. Yet when a 
few of the LW.W. were being disciplined 
by an irate San Diego populace, in addition 
to being “inexpressibly shocked,” he sent a 
special commissioner to make an immediate 
and rigid investigation. Does the Gover- 
nor fear in this instance that the traf] might 
lead among the tents of some of his mer- 
cenaries? 

But there are stout “hearts and virile 
hands in San Francisco and outside that 
are not to be intimidated by such dastardly 
violence. Indignation is surging over the 
city; the manhood and womanhood of the 
State will not submit tamely to such out- 
rages; strikes and violence will be met by 
the force of. militant law and order. The 
dead cannot be resuscitated; the maimed 
can be but partially healed; but Justice, 
with a flaming sword, can pierce the purlieus 
of that noisome south-of-Market section 
of San Francisco known as the water front. 
The past cannot be recalled, but the guilty 
can be punished and a new spirit of law and 
order can be awakened that will make such 
outrages impossible. The whole State of 
California owes this much to those martyrs 
of our own blindness and unpreparedness. 
They have given their lives as the penalty 
of San Francisco’s temporizing with the 
spirit of unrest and lawlessness. The atone- 
ment must be a pledge that shall not have 
been sacrificed in vain.

Britain herself, proud seafaring nation that 
she is, must pay them homage.

all, even as a safe adventure, but how mary 
would be prepared to make so stupendous 
a voyage to almost certain and hideous 
death? One must love one’s country with 
an amazing love, believe in her destiny 
with an amazing faith, not to falter at such 
a test.

HUNDRED MILLION DOLLARS. 
The assessable value of property in 
Los Angeles ic now figured at $500,000,000. 

Actually, the city represents a far 
greater accumulation of wealth in streets, 
and buildings, and railroads, and public, 
and private improvements. 

At least 90 per cent. of the property in 

Les Angeles carries fire insurance to pro- 
tect the owner against otherwise irremedi- 
able loss. On Los Angeles in the aggre- 
gate, as protection againg the acts of hos- 
tile fleets and armies, we carry so small 
an amount of insurance that it is_almost 
negligible. Because a building bas stood 
for a quarter of a century or more without 
any fire occurring to endanger it is not 
held to be a good business reason for dis- 
continuing an insurance policy. Because 
Los Angeles is at present apparently in no 
immediate peril from hostile attacks is an 
equally poor excuse for not taking out na- 
tional defensive fmsurance. Five hundred 
million dollars is a large sum to leave at 
the mercy of chance. : 

A modern navy with modern guns, sta- 
tioned off the Pacific Coast, could reduce 
the greater part of Los Angeles to crum- 
bling, smouldering ruins in a short time, 
if we had to rely on our present coast de- 
fenses and the size of our Pacific fleet. 
This destruction could be accomplished 
long before our Atlantic fleet, even using 
the Panama Canal, could come to the city’s 
assistance. | 

San Francisco is almost as vulnerable. 
It is no Gallipoli. Once the forts com- 
manding the Golden Gate were put out of 
commission its fate would be as certain 
as that of Los Angeles. : 

No nation with belligerent Intentions 
gives another nation kindly notice before- 
hand of what to expect. It strikes as 
quickly and as suddenly as possible. Japan 
and Russia, in a treaty combination, can 
play the speedy destruction of Los Angeles 
against any attempt on the part of the 
United States to thwart an aggressive 
campaign undertaken by these two powers 
on the integrity of China. The greater the 
wealth of our Pacific Coast cities the 
greater the handicap they become—if un- 
defended—in enforcing an American policy 
that shall see American rights respected by 
all foreign nations. 

We ought to have an adequate number 
of coast guns and submarines and aero- 
planes and mine layers and sufficient am- 
munition stored in convenient government 
depots to render the approach of a hostile 
fleet to the Pacific Coast within striking 
distance of Los Angeles as impossible as it 


is for an enemy to come within striking 


distance of the seaboard of Germany. 

Just now our government contemplates 
levying an 8 per cent. tax on the output of 
all American munitions factories, a direct 
move in the direction of more unprepared- 
ness. 
to foreign governments—that would be a 
different matter. But our factories can 
continue to turn out guns and explosives 
for a long time yet before we reach the 
limit of the home supply necessary to de- 
fend our Pacific ports alone. 

The wealth of Los Angeles is going up 
by leaps and bounds. California, at all 


events, Is determined to have an adminis- 


tration in Washington that will afford us 
proper national insurance for our prosper- 
ous and progressive city.

LEST WE FORGET. 

Now that 100,000 or more of our 
young men have been called to take 
up the unaccustomed duties of camp 
life on the Mexican borders and to 
endure the hardships of summer 
heat in southern climes, the lesson 
of 1898 ought to be well impressed 
upon the Congress, the War Depart- 
ment and the officers of the State 


militia. In the “Life of William 
McKinley,” Charles 8. Olcott, just 
published by Houghton Mifflin Com- 
pany, is this significant accoant of 
the fatal effect of a lack of prepared- 
ness in the medical department: 
“Of the 2485 enlisted men who 
died of disease, only two-fifths con- 
tracted their illness through ex- 
sure at the front. In the United 
tates 1514 men died in camp, more 
than a third of them from typhoid 
fever. These men were chosen at 
the time of their enlistment as phys- 
ically sound, after the most rous 
medical examination. Their sojourn 
for a few months in a well-chosen 
and well-regulated southern camp 
should have been a beneficial experi- 
ence for healthy young men. The 
habits of regularity, simple but 
nourishing food and plenty of ex- 
ercise in the open air should have 
increased their strength and fitted 
them for a campaign in the tropics, 
where camp life could not easily 
have been made ideal. Such was 
doubtless the intention. At the be- 
ginning of the war, on April 25, the 
Surgeon-General of the army issued 
a circular of instructions to the med- 
ical officers, pointing out the dan- 
gers to be guarded against in camp 
life and giving specific instructions 
regarding camp hygiene. But in a 
volunteer army, -hastily recruited, 
there could be but little appreciation 
of these dangers. Officers, unaccus- 
tomed to their duties, failed to see 
the necessity of rigid inspection and 
policing. The volunteer soldierse— 
healthy young fellows as they were 
—might easily neglect such an ordi- 
nary, but vital, precaution as boil- 
ing their drinking water unless com- 
pelled to do so by the most rigid dis- 
cipline. At Chickamauga, in many 
respects an attractive place and cer- 
tainly convenient for the pu 


tary encampment. The 
amount of clay prevented proper 
drainage. The ground was cold and 
damp at night. The water collected 
in pools, where it was exposed to in- 
fection. Although there were 
springs and artesian wells, the sol- 
diers did not hesitate to use the sur- 
face water—not knowing that dan- 
ger worse than Spaaish 7 
lurked in it. Thus, partly from 
their own neglect, but chiefly be- 
cause there was no One to enforce 
the orders of the Surgeon-General, 
disease killed more men in the 
camps of the United States than in 
those of the tropics, and nearly five 
times as many as were killed in 
battle. 

“At the close of the Santiago cam- 
paign a still worse state of affairs 
developed, although, because of the 
smaller number of men, the aggre 
gate mortality was not so great. 
When the troops landed at Siboney 
the surgeon in charge of the beach 


the village be burned. The warning 
went unheeded and the cottages, in- 
fected with yellow fever by the hun- 
dreds of native refugees, were rash- 
ly occupied by the soldiers. In the 
march to Santiago, toiling through 
rough trails beneath a burning sun, 
the men threw away the burdens, of 
which a little foresight might have 
relieved them, and the ground was 
strewn with coats, underclothes, 
blankets, pieces of shelter tents in 
which the men carried their rations, 
and nearly everything belonging to 
the soldiers except their guns and 
ammunition. _Some even abandoned 
their rations, relying upon supply 
trains which did not come for sev- 
eral days. When the heat of the 
day had passed and the cold, damp 
night air settled upon the half fam- 
ished men, the suffering was in- 
tense. Elaborate directions regarding 
the use of water for drinking and 
the necessity of boiling it were dis- 
about Santiago in the rainy season 
regarded. In the digging of trenches 
infection from malaria was inevit- 
able. When the notice of bombard- 
ment was sent to the Spanish com- 
mander in Santiago a horde of mis- 
erable, half-starved, fever-infected 
inhabitants rushed out of the city 
and were received with open-handed 
hospitality by the American army. 
In due course,*yellow fever was rag- 
ing all along the line from Santiago 
to Siboney. . . . The sickness 
was caused largely by the shortage 
of medical officers. Congress al- 
lowed only 192, of whom but 179 re- 
ported for duty—an insufficient 
number, even in time of peace, 
. . the hospital corps was 
pitifully small, only 723 men.”

Action of the Bank of Pngiand 
last week in advancing the minimum 
discount rate from 5 to 6 per cent.

terest rates at New York. The move 
is very significant, however, and 
shows the urgency of the situation at 
London and the desire of bankers 
there to protect the exchange rate 
and safeguard such balances as 
might otherwise be transferred to 
New York.

London the dearest money market 
in the world and would seem to in- 
dicate that the cost of war financing 
is rising and that future loans in 
the British capital may carry a 
higher rate than has yet prevailed. 
It is certain that this action would 
not have been taken had it not been 
for very unusual conditions, since a 
1 per cent. rise In the English bank 
rate means more or less disturb- 
ance in trade and money circies and 
may result in raising the interest 
rates on treasury bills.

GOLD MOVEMENT 
UNPRECEDENTED 


Imports this Year Over Six 
Hundred Millions, 


Federal Reserve Board Wants 
More of the Metal. 


Huge Gain in International 
Credit Position. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH. } 

CHICAGO BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, July 23.—The movement of 
gold to the United States in the last 
eighteen months makes a new record 
not only for this country, but for 
any other excepting that England 
may have received from her own 
South African mines approximateiy 
as large an amount of fresh gold 
in the same period. But that 
represents no more than a move- 
ment from her own mines to her 
own banks, whereas the present 
movement reflects the mastery of 
the United States for the time be- 
ing over world trade and monetary 
conditions, 

Since January 1, 1915, somewhat 
over $600,000,000 in gold has been 


sent to the United States and the 
influx ot the yellow metal contin- 
ues, There are predictions that we 
are to receive much more before 
the month ends. Although some 
of the. financial authorities profess 
themselves to be a little concerned 
lest too little of this gold is used 
for commerciai or trade purposes, or 
else lest there be gold inflation, nev- 
ertheless, that does not séem to be 
the opinion of the Federal Reserve 
Board at Washington. 
FOR CONSERVATION. . 


Several of the more prominent 
members have not only counseled 
conservation of the gold we have 
received, and are to receive, but ex- 
press the hope that a great deal 
‘more will come. The reports from 
Washington which tell of the in- 
crease in imports are thought to 
point rather significantly to a yery 
great increase of imports as the Eu- 
ropean war is ended, and the gold 
will be needed then. Moreover, the 
United States will be called upon 
to aid in financing other nations. 

The Bank of England has made 
formal recognition of this great 
movement of yellow metal to the 
United States by increasing its dis- 
count rate to 6 per cent. O©rdinar- 
ily, the increase in the discount rate 
by the English bank serves to bring 
in a large amount of gold. Pre- 
sumably, this present increase will 
bring this about. The action, how- 
ever, was taken because it is rec- 
ognized in London that the United 
States is now greatiy occupied with 
certain kinds of financing upon a 
large scale which hitherto has been 
done in London. 

The successful $100,000,000 
French loan of last week is an ex- 
ample. Then in addition to this 
financing, we are having a stupen- 
dous trade expansion, and this, too, 
at a time of the year when our 
bankers must give some heed to the 
need shortly of preparing for financ- 
ing the movements of the crops from 
the fleld to the market. 

In connection with the French 
loan, it is interesting to note that 
foreign governments now owe us 
considerably over $1,250,000,000 on 
thelr own securities which have 
been taken in this country. For- 
eign loans and credits that have been 
made here amount to $1,206,450,000. 
In addition to this American inves- 
tors have gone into foreign mar- 
kets to take advantage of war 
prices for old government issues. 
The extent of this buying is not fuliy 
known, but it is estimated at ove 
$50,000,000. 

IMPROVED CREDIT. 

In considering the improved fi- 
nancial position of this country in 
relation to the other nations of the 
world, account must also be taken 
of the great amount of our own 
corporate securities that have been 
bought back from foreign | holders 
since the war started. This is es- 
timated at from $1,500,000,000 to 
$2,000,000,000. It can be 
that this country’s inter 
credit position has been r 


to the extent of. $3,000,00 
compared with what it wag before 
the war. This means that, at 6 per 
cent, approximately $150,000,000 
more is being paid to American in- 
vestors in interest and dividends 
than formerly. 

While many unusual develop- 
ments have occurred in  interna- 
tional finance as a result of condi- 
tions produced by the war, the step 
which the city of Winnipeg and the 
province of Manitoba, Can., con- 
template taking is a little further 
out of the ordinary. Should the 
negotiations now pending with J. 
P. Morgan & Company come a suc- 
cessful, the city and the province 
will place in New York by a re- 
funding process $50,000,000 of their 
bonds now in the hands of British 
investors. 

Heretofore, only dollar securities, 
payable either in the United States 
or in Canada, have been mobilized 
by the British government for the 
purpose of raising credits on this 
side and defraying the heavy volume 
of expenditures in this country. The 
plan of the Canadian city and prov- 
ince wili supplement this mobiliza- 
tion by_extending it to sterling se- 
curities, which are to be converted 
into dollar bonds and disposed of in 
New York. | 
- In carrying out their scheme of 
refunding, Winnipeg and Manitoba 
will naturally require the co-opera- 
tion of the British govermment in 
gathering in the sterling securities 
and settling upon a price with the 
holders. This assistance will no 
doubt be forthcoming, ff it is not 
already assured, since the govern- 
ment etands to gain by reason of 
the fact that the transaction will 
tend to stabilize further steriing

TELEPHONE CRISIS. 


Interest Coupons on San Diego Com- 
pany’s Bond Issues Unpaid.

ETROLEUM FOUND 
IN NEW DISTRICT. 


STANDARD WELL BELIEVED TO 
HOLD BIG PROSPECTS. 


Another Test Hole Being Sunk 
Three Miles from McKittrick and 
Operations are Watched with 
Much Interest — Belridge-Lost 
Hills Field Scene of Activity. 


[LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE. } 

M’KITTRICK, July 23.—Develop- 
ments of the week in the McKittrick 
and Belridge-Lost Hills oil districts 
have been of more than usual inter- 
est, on account of discovery of pe- 
troleum in a section selected for the 
purpose of test in new territory; 
the beginning of operations in an- 
other part of the North McKittrick 
front, which extends the field on the 
south to within three miles of Mc- 
Kittrick; the erection of rigs here 
and there and drilling of wells, to- 
gether with plans for much impor- 
tant work to be carried out within 
the next few months. Never before 
have activities in the local field been 
greater than at present. 

The Standard Oil Company, which 
some months ago acquired a twenty- 
year lease on property of the McKit- 
trick Oi] Company, in section 6, 30- 
22, has brought in the first well 
drilled under the new control; that 
at a depth of 1200 feet yielded be- 
tween fifty and ninety barrels of 14- 
gravity petroleum. It is believed 
that within a short time a larger 
output will justify the expectations 
of thé company and the belief of ex- 
perienced oil men in different flelds 
as to the future of'this area., From 
the beginning of work by the Stand- 
ard in section 6, 30-22 keen interest 
has been displayed in petroleum cir- 


cles throughout the State, on ac-} 


count of the understanding that the 
drilling thereon was to be in the na- 
ture of a thorough test of this por- 
tion of the North McKittrick front. 

Immediately following the success 
attained on section 6, 30-22, the 
Standard began development of 
property on section 8, 30-22, erecting 
a rig and building two steel tanks, 
each with a capacity of 55,000 bar- 
rels.

This line will run south from 
Adobe station, just east of the Por- 
terville city limits, to the citrus 
orchards of Grand View Heights and 
Deer Creek.

In this skirmish the Southern Pacific 
appears to have the better of the 
contest and already has signed up 
a large portion of right of way for 
a proposed line east from Zante, the 
first station north of Porterville, to 
the base of Magnesite Hill and 
Rocky Hill, where are located the 
largest magnesite and granite de- 
posits in California. 

— FINDS OPPOSITION. 

The Santa Fe, on the other hand, 
appears to have selected a line which 
is being strenuously opposed south 
of Strathmore, and now has pend- 
ing an action in the Superior Court 
against 201 defendants to secure 
needed property under condemna- 
tion proceedings.

23.—While the labor situation is still 
an important factor in the lumber 
business, especially in the Northwest 
manufacturing regions, local lum- 
bermen are of the opinion that this 
situation will be easier within a few 
weeks. 

A better tone prevails in the mar- 
ket, due largely to the curtailment 
by a large number of saw mills in 


Western Washington and Oregon.’ 


The majority of manufacturers and 
dealers feel that the market is in 
much better condition than it was 
thirty days ago, and that the bottom 
has absolutely been reached so far 
as prices are concerned. The fact 
that some of the lists put out to the 
trade not long ago have since been 
withdrawn, adds to the belief that 
the market is stiffening. 

Advices from the Middle West 
point to heavy buying this fall, as 
crop conditions are steadily improv- 
ing.
